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Belgium M ust Be Paid in Full for the 
Violation of Its N eu trality— Se­ 
cu rity for the Future Must 
Also Be Given.

in a collective note, given out today, 
declare that they refuse to consider 
a proposal which is wholly Insincere. 
'I he note was handed to American Am­ 
bassador W illiam Graves Sharp today 
by Prem ier Briand and mad** public 
simultaneously 
both 
in London and 
Paris. 
The ententes insist that no peace is 
possible without reparation 
for 
the 
violated rights and the liberties and 
free existence of small states and a 
guarantee of the future 
security 
of 
the world. 
The note deciares that the 
Teutonic proffer was not an offer of 
peace, but was simply a “ war maneu­ 
ver,” declared to be founded on “ cal­ 
culated m isinterpretation of the char­ 
acter of the struggle in the past, pres­ 
ent and future.” 
The note does not specifically out­ 
line the definite war aims of the en­ 
tente governments, except as to Bel­ 
gium. 
It points out that before the 
w ar Belgium asked for nothing but to 
live in harmony with its neighbors. It 
was assailed, says the note, despite 
solemn treaties guaranteeing 
its 
in­ 
violability. 
“ Belgium took arms to defend its 
independence and ‘the neutrality vio­ 
lated by Germany.’ 
Belgium ’s aims, 
which 
are 
declared the only aim-of 
her king and government, is described 
as the ’reestablishm ent of peace and 
justice.’ 
But they only desire a peace 
which assures their country legitimate 
reparation and guarantees safeguards 
for the future.” 
The note, which is the joint act of 
Belgium, France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, Monte Negro, Portugal, Rum a­ 
nia, Russia and Serbia, declared that 
the present strife was “ desired, prose­ 
cuted, provoked and declared by Ger­ 
many and Austria Hungary,” and that 
Germany 
made 
no 
effort to bring 
about a pacific solution of the trouble 
between Serbia and Austria-Hungary, 
as did Great Britain, France and Rus­ 
sia. 
“ A peace concluded upon the Ger­ 
man idea w’ould be of advantage only 
to the central powers,” says the note, 
“ while the disasters caused by the war 
H om a lid p erm it to *, i* 
( P hi a m t ^u a t 
anteecs.” 
The German overtures are described 
as a calculated attempt to influence 
the future course of Hie war and end it 
by a German imposed peace, and tho 
overtures 
are 
declared as meant to 
have the effect of 
intimidating 
the 
neutral public opinion as well as to 
stiffen public, opinion in the central 
powers, which is “ worn out by eco­ 
nomic pressure and crushed by the 
supreme effort which has been im­ 
posed upon the inhabitants.” 
“ Finally,” it is asserted, “ these over­ 
tures attempt to justify in advance in 
the eyes of the world a new series of 
crim es— submarine warfare, deporta- 
" w r * . forced labor and forced enlist­ 
ment of inhabitants against their own 
countries and violations of neutrality.”

come out of the war with a new map 
whether her exterior boundaries are 
changed or not. 
Napoleon’s organiza­ 
tion of her eighty-six departments, dat­ 
ing from 1799, has been condemned by 
nearly all Trench statesmen as inad­ 
equate for modern France, 
a st l ong 
movement that has, since the war, de­ 
veloped into an effective experiment 
n the organization of “regional eco­ 
nomic consultative committees” may 
bring about a political revision of the 
country into something like eighteen 
administrative 
and 
legislative 
“re­ 
gions.” 
The object is concentration of re 
gional interests now scattered among 
he departments, with a decentraliza­ 
tion of administrative measures. 
It 
would bring the French republic intr 
closer analogy with the government of 
the United States by giving the pro 
posed “regions” independence as to lo­ 
cal regulations and 
economic 
prob 
ems such as the eighty-six depart­ 
ments have never had. 
The man who has directed the move­ 
ment is one of the younger men in 
public life, Jean Hennessy, deputy foi 
the department of Charente 
and 
a 
member of the well known Hennessy 
family of Southwestern Fiance. 
He 
introduced a hill to that end in the 
chamber in 1913. 
It was still unacted 
upon when the mobilization was or 
dered, and M. Hennessy joined his reg­ 
iment. 
In the interval 
before 
the 
overnment returned from Bordeaux 
to Paris he had earned the. French 
military medal and the British distin­ 
guished service order. With the reas­ 
sembling of parliament he came hack 
to push his project and succeeded in 
passing a compromise measure for the 
organization 
of economic consulting 
committees in each of the nineteen 
military regions of France.

Will Be a Hard Task. 
“The task of the French citizens 
after the war will be a hard one,” said 
M.

if 1914. This deficit of population, ii 
we are not careful, will weigh heavily 
upon our destiny; all the1 more so 
since the war will result in increased 
activity in the entire world.

tries. immense consequences.

Appraisal in 
this case consists mazily in compari­ 
son of the land unde* consideration 
with other nearby 
laid 
of 
known 
value in topography, distance 
from 
market, soil and other factors likely 
to affect its sale value. 
Under such 
ystem the earning powrer of the land 
is considered only to the extent that 
such factors as those named are limit­ 
ing factors in the earning power of the 
farm. 
Such a basis of mortgage se­ 
curity is likely to exist as long as the 
demand of borrowers for lenders is 
much larger than the demand of lend­ 
ers for borrowers. 
With the coming 
of competition in the farm loan busi­ 
ness, more and more attention is likely 
to he given to the earning power of 
individual farms and individual sys- 
ems of management. 
Tile new federal farm loan act rn 
the section quoted contemplates fol 
lowing this latter method iii appraising 
land. Under this system of appraisal 
recognition is given to the fact that 
the same farm may be worth more 
under one farmer and one system of 
management than under a different 
farmer and a different 
system 
of 
management; in other words, of two 
farms that now may be valued the 
same, the one with the best income 
can secure the larger loan under the 
new method of appraisal. Loans made 
on such appraisal are based on the 
ability of the borrower to meet hi* 
obligations without foreclosure rather 
than on his probable solvency in case 
of foreclosure. 
This will be good business, for both 
borrower and lender, as it will curb 
the careless borrower, put more capi­ 
tal in the hands of the best users and 
protect the lender 
against 
security 
(hat is not very liquid. 
One good feature of this proposed 
practice is the incentive it will give 
to 
.good 
business 
practice 
among 
farmers. 
The farm that makes the 
most is to be worth the most. 
To 
know what the real earning pow’er of 
heir farm is, farmers must keep ac­ 
oup is; and keeping 
accounts 
will 
point out many ways to increase tin 
earning power of the farm. Good ac­ 
counting is the key to successful busi­ 
ness management.

Mr. Average Farmer, is your time 
worth $4 an hour? That sounds like a 
get-rich-quick 
scheme, 
doesn’t 
it? 
Well, it isn’t. J. C. Hackleman, of the 
Missouri college 
of 
agriculture, fig­ 
ures that you can 
make 
that much 
testing seed corn. 
The average Mis­ 
souri farmer raises about 26 acres of 
corn each year. He fails to test his 
seed corn, whereby’ 
he 
loses $1.50 
(this is a conservative estimate) 
an 
acre. 
Mr. Hackleman says that about ten 
hours of actual labor 
w*ould be r**- 
quired to test the 
seed 
for the 26 
acres. By such testing the y’ield can 
be increased at least $1.50 worth. And 
hence the time required to test the 
seed is worth about 
$40, 
or $4 an 
hour. The more corn a farmer grow’s 
the more money he can make by the 
test. The man who raises 
IOO acres 
can increase his earnings at 
least 
$150. This is practically 
clear 
gain, 
since testing is done during late w’inj 
tor or early spring, 
when 
the time 
would otherwise be lost. 
Seed corn testing is comparatively 
easy. The ears that have been previ­ 
ously selected for seed are labeled to 
correspond to the space occupied by 
the grains fro mthose ears in the ger­ 
m inates If any of the samples of the 
grain show poor germination, the ear 
from which they came can be found 
from the label on 
the 
space whicn 
the grains occupy, and can be elimi­ 
nated. 
One of the simplest testers is the 
andbox or sawdust. It consists of a 
box about 4 inches deep and 30 inches 
square, w’ith about 2 inches of sand 
or sawdust in the bottom to hold the 
moisture or 
to 
keep 
water 
from 
tanding around the corn. A piece of 
old sheeting or other cloth that will 
absorb moisture, but will not allow' it 
to stand on the surface, 
should 
be 
stretched over the surface and mark­ 
ed off into 2-inch squares. 
Put six 
kernels from various portions of the 
middle of each ear to be tested into 
one of these squares and give 
the 
ears and 
squares 
corresponding la­ 
bels. Cover the box to prevent drying 
and keep 
it 
at 
room temperature, 
about 70 degrees 
F., 
for 
six 
days, 
then find the ears from which kernels 
failed to germinate, throw them into 
the feed box and 
retain 
those 
that 
show’ed a good strong test. 
Figures based 
on the acreage and 
yields in Missouri 
during 
the 
last 
eight years indicate 
that
